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Police: Larcenies 
in south, north 
neighborhoods

On Friday Van Buren Township police 
sent out a Nixle advisory concerning home 
invasions and larceny from autos occurring 
in the south end of the township within the 
past two weeks. 

The area targeted has been between 
Sumpter and Elwell roads north of Hull 
and south of W. Huron River Drive. 

On Monday, Van Buren Township 
Public Safety Director Gregory Laurain 
issued another call for residents to call the 
police if they see anything unusual in their 
neighborhoods, since ten larceny from 
auto reports had been lodged on Sunday in 
Homestead subdivision off Ecorse Road in 
the north end of the township. 

He has no reason to believe the south and 
north criminal activity is related, he said. 
Home invasions on some unoccupied 
homes and garages have been occurring 
along with larceny from unlocked vehicles 
in driveways in the south end. 
The Homestead larcenies were between 
2 and 4:15 a.m. on Sunday, based on video 
camera evidence from a resident. 
Director Laurain said on the video three 
suspects and a pick up truck can be seen. 
He said there were two breakings and 
enterings of garages using garage door 
openers found in unlocked cars. 
A riding lawn mower was taken from a 
garage and left at the end of a driveway

VBT’s new ISO rating is 4, which 
could bring lower insurance costs 


On Monday afternoon, Van Buren 
Township received the latest Public 
Protection Classification from Insurance 
Service Office, Inc. (ISO) -- and it was good 
news that could mean reduced property 
insurance rates for township residents. 

According to the ISO, based on a scale 
of 1-10, “Class 1” represents an exemplary 
fire suppression program and “Class 10” 
represents an area’s fire suppression fails 
to meet ISO’s minimum criteria. 

Prior to Monday’s announcement, the 
township earned its most recent ISO rating 
in December 2012. In that 2012 review of 
the township’s water, 911 communication, 
and fire departments the township earned 
a Class 6 which was the same rating it had 
earned in a March 1992 review. 

“Today, we are very proud and honored 
to announce that Van Buren Township’s 
rating has been upgraded to a Class 4,” said 
Fire Chief Dan Besson. 

The ISO is an independent company that 
serves insurance companies, communities, 
fire departments and others by providing 
information with regard to risk. ISO has 
evaluated and classified approximately 
48 000 communities nationwide. According 
to the ISO of the over 48,000 fire protection 
areas rated only about 4,600 of them rated 
better than a Class 4.

A community PPC rating is dependent 
upon: 

e Needed Fire Flows (the amount of water 
necessary for fire suppression) 

e Emergency Communications (911 call 
taking and incident dispatching) 

e Fire Department (equipment, staffing, 
training, geographic distribution of fire 
trucks, operational considerations and 
community risk reduction) 

e Water Supply (inspection and flow- 
testing of hydrants, alternative water 
supply operations and careful evaluation 
of the amount of available water compared 
with the amount needed to suppress fires 
up to 3,500 gallons per minute) 

The report is comprised of 3 sections: 

e Emergency communications account 
for 10% of the classification; 

e Water supply system is 40% of the 
classification; and 

e Fire department is 50% of the total 
classification. 

The ISO’s Public Protection Classification 
evaluates communities according to 
a uniform set of criteria and national 
recognized standards developed by the 
National Fire Protection Association and 
the American Water Works Association. 


According to Dominic Santanna, ISO’s 
Manager of the National Processing Center 
in Mt. Laurel, NJ, “Most U.S. insurers — 
including the largest ones — use the Public 
Protection Classification information 
as part of their decision-making when 
deciding what businesses to write, coverage 
to offer, or prices to charge for personal 
or commercial property insurance.” It 
also “provides fire departments with a 
valuable benchmark, and is used by many 
fire departments as a valuable tool when 
planning, budgeting, and justifying fire 
protection improvements.” 

Although ISO reviews take place 
minimally every five years, Fire Chief 
Dan Besson and Jim Taylor, Director of 
Public Works, felt the township had made 
significant improvements to their respective 
areas that they invited ISO in for an early 
audit. 

Besson, Taylor, and Sergeant Louis 
Keele, supervisor of the township’s 911 
Communications Center, provided a 
significant amount of data, statistics, and 
documentation. In a letter to Township 
Supervisor Linda Combs, Santanna 
added “ISO appreciates the high level of 
cooperation by local officials during the 
entire PPC survey process...and we wish 
to thank you...for your cooperation.” 

The new ISO classification takes effect 
Dec. 1, 2016.

Belleville DDA bids out 
park grass cutters, gets 
rid of city DPW crew

The Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority voted unanimously at its 
regular meeting Aug. 17 to hire Pioneer 
Landscaping to cut its parklands instead of 
the city of Belleville DPW crew for the rest 
of this season. 

Pioneer’s quote was almost half that of 
the DPW and much lower than all the other 
quotes. 

Now the DDA will be able to deduct 
the grass cutting fee it pays to the city and 
reduce the amount in its budget that goes 
for maintenance. The previous district 
maintenance agreement has expired and 
the city and DDA are negotiating for a new 
agreement. 

The city has been waiting for an updated 
2016-17 DDA budget since before the new 
fiscal year started on July 1. The DDA 
indicated it needed to get its grass bids

before it could finalize its budget. 

DDA Coordinator Carol Thompson got 
five price quotes, including one from the 
DPW, for the cutting of grass at Village 
Park, Victory Park, Horizon Park, and 
Doane’s Landing. 

Pioneer currently has the DDA contract 
to plant and weed the flowers in the DDA 
district, Thompson said, and the city is 
very satisfied with their work. 

The quotes were: 

e Pioneer Landscaping of Van Buren 
Township — Village Park, $330 per cut; 
Victory Park, $55 per cut; Horizon Park, 
$50 per cut; and Doane’s Landing, $25 per 
cut, for a total of $460 per week. 

e City of Belleville — Village Park, $640 
per cut; Victory Park, $60 per cut; Horizon 


Park, $50 per cut; Doane’s Landing $40 
per cut for a total of $800 per week. 

e Bizzie Bee of Belleville — Village 
Park, $800 per cut; Victory Park, $200 per 
cut; Horizon Park, $175 per cut; Doane’s 
Landing, $150 per cut, for a total of $1,325 
per week. 

e Weise’s Lawn Care of Van Buren 
Township — Village Park, $1,125 per cut; 
Victory Park, $85 per cut; Horizon Park, 
$64 per cut; Doane’s Landing, $55 per cut, 
for a total of $1,329 per week. 

e Matt Lee’s Lawn Service — Village 
Park, $1,250 per cut; Victory Park, $50 per 
cut; Horizon Park, $50 per cut; Doane’s 
Landing $25 per cut, for a total of $1,375 
per week.

M-STEP results released Tuesday show the 
percentage of Savage Elementary School 
students passing the English language arts 
exam in third grade dropped 28 percentage 
points, from 79% in 2015 to 51% this 
year, while in math, the decline was 32 
percentage points, from 91% to 59%.

Sumpter Twp. officials 
should be ashamed 


To the Editor: 

Sumpter Township officials should be 
ashamed of themselves for delaying and 
driving up the cost of the construction 
of the new Friends of Michigan Animal 
Rescue (FMAR) building. Part of it has 
already been completed and approved by 
the township. When fully completed it 
will significantly increase the number of 
animals that they can house. 

FMAR helps the Township by taking in 
dogs and cats that are found abandoned or 
surrendered by owners who can no longer 
take care of them; and they work closely 
with the Township’s Animal Control and 
Police Departments to do this. Many of these 
animals are in terrible condition, needing 
extensive medical care. The owners and 
volunteers provide the care, food and love 
that they need for recovery, which can take 
months or even years. The costs for this 
activity can be staggering — vet and medical 
fees on top of the basic daily costs to run 
such a facility — utilities, maintenance, 
food and other essential supplies - and all 
of it is covered by donations, fundraisers 
and the occasional grant. 

They were fortunate to receive a grant to 
help pay for this new building, but because 
of the delay to the construction they are at 
risk of losing this valuable grant. I would 
have expected the township to be doing 
everything possible to help them get the 
project completed as soon as possible so 
that they can keep the grant and increase 
their effectiveness. Instead, they appear to 
be making it extremely difficult and much 
more expensive by changing the ground 
rules part-way through the process. Surely 
someone in the township management 
can work with FMAR and the planning 
consultant to sort this out without driving 
up the cost. Along with the significant delay, 
the costs may rise $10,000 to $15,000 for 
fees to hire professionals to replace the 
drawings done by hand (which up to now 
have been acceptable) with a complete set 
of architectural drawings. 

Caring for all the animals is a huge job 
— 24 hours per day, 7 days per week, every 
single day of the year; and these people in 
this facility do an outstanding job, making 
it the envy of other similar facilities 
anywhere. Everyone in this community 
should be proud of their achievement and 
the devotion to the animals that has made 
it possible. Surely it is worth some extra 
effort on the part of others to help them 
continue this essential role.

What is an Estate Plan? 


An Estate Plan is unique to each person. It is a 
plan for the control of your property while you 
are alive, if you become disabled, and upon your 
death. Documents central to an estate plan are the 
Will, the Powers of Attorney, and the Trust. 


Wills and Trusts 


A Will is a document that specifies how you want 
your assets distributed after your death. It takes 
effect when you pass on to greener pastures. A 
will appoints a person (often called the executor 
or personal representative) to oversee your distri- 
bution plan. This person will need to validate the 
Will with the county Probate Court and follow the 
required steps to properly administer your estate. 


A trust is a contract. Think of a trust as a safe. 
Things are put into the trust through a process 
referred to as funding the trust. For example, 
a house can be put into a trust by deeding it to 
“Bob,” trustee of “Bob’s Revocable Trust.” A 
trust is effective both before and after death. Upon 
your passing, the next trustee will step up and be- 
gin to follow the distribution plans as described in 
the trust. There is no need to go to probate court. 
There are different types of trust, such as a pet 
trust or a special needs trust. The most popular 
type is the revocable grantor trust. Trusts are more 
expensive to create and maintain than a will. You 
do not have to be rich to have a trust; many people 
of modest means choose to create a trust because 
that is what best suits their goals.

The quote specifications called for a 
mowing once a week until the second 
week in October, but the city may adjust 
the schedule as needed. 

DDA president Rosemary Loria explained 
the reason the DDA went out for price 
quotes. 

“The city is short on staff and this is to 
help the city,” she said. “We want to make 
an honest effort to help out, not only their 
budget but ours.” 

DDA member Jim Higgerson said there 
was quite a difference in price quotes. DDA 
Treasurer Sabrina Richardson Williams 
agreed, pointing out some were almost 
$1,000 more. 

Thompson said Building Official Rick 
Rutherford called Pioneer after looking at 
its low quote and they guaranteed these 
prices for this year. 

Higgerson pointed out Pioneer was less 
in all categories. 

“The whole reason we did this is to help 
the city and our budget,” president Loria 
said. “... We have bid the landscape work 
in downtown and Pioneer is always the 
lowest.” 

DDA members agreed they would review 
how everything’s been done by Pioneer 
after the season is over. 

Kelly Bates, president of the Victoria 
Commons Homeowners Association, said 
the edging that has been done at Village 
Park this summer has been really bad, with 
the DPW just going as close as they can 
with the mowers and damaging the trees. 

Loria said DDA members went out after 
last month’s meeting to look at the parks 
and Higgerson said members can go out 
and check on the work. 

Loria said Pioneer offered to give the 
DDA this same price for next year. She 
said the cutting season is May through the 
second week of October. 

In other business at the 34-minute meeting 
on Aug. 17, the DDA: 

e Heard Thompson report that some 
repairs have been made and some repairs 
still need to be made at the canoe/kayak 
launch. She said the sign retrieved from 
the lake could not be used as a replacement 
because it was bent when vandals pulled it 
out of its location. She said about $1,934 
has been spent of the $2,400 allocated for 
repairs. An insurance claim has been filed 
and the DDA will pay the deductible, she 
said.

and Laurain said they may have been 
unsuccessful in getting it into the pickup. 

Laurain said people don’t realize they’ ve 
been victimized until morning when the 
suspects are long gone. 

On Monday night, Channel 2 News 
interviewed residents in Homestead 
subdivision who were victimized during the 
early morning hours. 

One resident showed how her car was 
damaged by someone trying to steal her 
catalytic converter. Others showed damage 
to their vehicles. 

Laurain said everyone has to be vigilant and 
lock the doors of their homes and vehicles. 

“So many people are not locking the doors 
to their houses,” he said. 

Laurain also said they need to keep 
valuables out of sight in vehicles because 
people can look in a window, see something 
they want and break the window to get it. 

Police encourage residents to keep their 
electronic devices, purses, wallets and other 
belongings out of unlocked and unattended 
vehicles while parked in driveways and, 
if possible, keep outside lighting on after 
dark. 

Residents are asked to be vigilant in their 
neighborhoods and report any suspicious 
activity to police. Laurain said his department 
dispatches a car to every call. Ifa caller wants 
no contact from a police officer the officer 
will come out to check on the situation and 
not contact the caller, Laurain said. 

“You can help by sharing this information 
with your neighbors and together be the eyes 
and ears for the police,” Laurain said. “We 
have to work together.” 

As far as leaving your house and vehicle 
unlocked, “You can’t do that anymore,” 
Laurain said.

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Attempt to set female on fire at 
McDonald’s brings charges in VBT 


Frank Stachulski, 31, of Romulus, was 
arraigned by 34" District Court on Tuesday 
afternoon on three felony charges: assault 
with intent to do great physical harm less 
than murder (which could bring 10 years 
in prison), fourth-degree arson (5 years), 
and assault with a dangerous weapon (4 
years), along with a misdemeanor charge 
of domestic violence (93 days).
